John Doe is a fictitious name. 

It can be anyone, any individual in the flow of humanity 
that passes on any street any day. In the common acceptance 
of the name, John Doe usually amounts to nothing because 
he has no identity. 

An individual who merits respect is one who has char- 
acter and whose name means something. What is true of an 
individual is also true of a city or a community. 

We are emphasizing that Uplanders should ever be alert 
in keeping always in the forefront this community’s name and 
its identity. Upland is not a “‘part’’ of any community. It is a 
long-established city, well-governed with many of its own 
organizations and all the factors that make for a strong mu- 
nicipality. Maintenance of a strong, community spirit, loyalty 
and interest “for Upland” is essential. 

In the years ahead, the big rush of newcomers could 
change our identity if Uplanders of today are not insistent 
and alert. The community might become just another “John 
Doe”—a tiny part of the big mass of Southern Californians. 

As between Upland and Ontario, this community is small- 
er. For this reason some people are. inclined to ignore Up- 
land. In fact, some Ontario residents and business firms try 
to give the impression the two communities are “one” and 
advertise it as such. 

To cite a current case, Ontario officials a few weeks ago 
had made tentative plans for an official opening of the Ra- 
mona freeway at Euclid avenue-—-in Upland. Due to the time- 
ly action of Upland chamber of commerce members, that 
plan was changed. Today, Upland (not Ontario) is rightfully 
going to have a major part in a public celebration within 
Upland. We hasten to add, there is no ill-feeling over this 
incident. 
overlooking Upland’s logical role as a community. 

As to the Ramona freeway, it is today the real boundary 
line over most of its route, between the two cities. No longer 
does just an imaginary line exist. Everything “north” of the 
freeway is Upland and we will aggressively try to keep it so. 

What we say about Upland is also true,about Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda. These communities have their 
identities and the many thousands of residents in the three 
outlying areas want to keep their communities widely recog- 
nized. The active leaders of the many local organizations in 
each community can work better and ee more if 
they have a strong identity. 

While it is true Upland and its neighbors to the an have 
been more conservative in growth during the past 10 years, 
the situation is likely to be different during the next 10 years. 
Our “big” population increase is yet to come. More and more 
business development will be recorded “north of the free- 
way”. We have built a strong well-planned foundation for 
the future. 

Residents of today and of the future must guard against 
becoming a part of something else. We are either in “Up- 
land”, “Alta Loma”, “Cucamonga” or “Etiwanda.” 

Let us not be a John Doe city. 





THE DIAGONAL TRUCK ROUTE 


Now that the election is over for a member of the San 
Bernardino county board of supervisors from this district, 
new action is anticipated relative to the eventual develop- 
ment of a “diagonal” highway to Cajon pass. In this district 
we are especially concerned with such a highway as a means 
of taking the big trucks off Euclid avenue and other resi- 
dential thoroughfares. 

Will R. Mason, supervisor, has reported that at Monday’s 
meeting of the county superviors, a part of the diagonal 
highway and other highways will be considered. At every 
move, action must be pushed to eventually get established a 
new short-cut route from here to the high mountain pass. 

Realignment of boundaries of the various supervisorial 
districts is also scheduled for discussion during the early 
months of 1955. The board of supervisors will begin a new 
term in January. 

Long before Tuesday's election, comments persisted about 
changing the supervisorial boundaries so the west end of 
the county would have one supervisor, the Fontana-Colton 
area one supervisor and the other districts in remainder of 
the county. At present, the districts are divided so that the 
southern part of Ontario is in the district extending from Chino 
to Colton. The northern part of Ontario, Upland and Fontana 
are in another district. » 

We believe there is merit in the realignment of the districts, 
although it is important as to where thé dividing line is placed. 

The new board has many jobs ahead for it. Progress 
should be made toward eventually getting the “diagonal” 
truck route and in realigning the supervisorial boundaries. 


EVEN 10 CENTS WILL HELP 


Local support is being given a movement to ship sur- 
plus food to hungry people. throughout the world. The U. S. 
government is making the food available FREE. Contribu- 
tors are called upon to pay the cost of ocean freight and the 
cost of final distribution. For example, 10 cents will furnish 
two eight ounce glasses of milk a day for 100 days to some 
hungry child. Ten dollars will deliver $200 worth of food and 
$350 delivers a car load worth $17,000. 

One church has contributed a “car load”, and other groups 
are cooperating. 

Incidentally, it is costing our government $720,000 a day 
for storing the food and farm products. Cooperative action 
will not only reduce this surplus and storage costs but also get 
the food to the hungry peoples of the world. Mrs. James 
Curry at telephone No. 63-6433 is one of the leaders in the 
Upland movement.

Orange Market 
Down; Lemon 
Demand Steady 


Southern California valencia 
orange market moved tower dur- 
ing the week ending Oct. 30. Poor 
quality and off-condition fruit con- 
tinued to be heavily discounted 
and heavier supplies of Florida or- 
anges also contributed to the low- 
ed trend. 

Last week, Florida moved 925 
cars of oranges and estimated 
shipments of 1200 cars for the 
weeks ending October 30 and No- 
vember 6. 

Sales by Sunkist Growers last 
week were about 100 cars below 
those of the week before as a 
result of lighter arrivals and aver- 
age prices declined about 35 cents 
to around $3.65 a box f.o.b. 

Because of the relatively light 
supplies remaining for fresh ship- 
ment, the Valencia Orange Ad- 
ministrative committee recom- 
mended unrestricted shipments of 
344s and larger for this week. 

Demand for California lemons 
was fairly steady during the week 
ending October 30. Sales by Sun- 
kist Growers totaled over 200 cars, 
about in line with the previous 
week, and prices averaged around 
$6.00 a box f.0.b. 

Prorate for the week ending No- 
vember 6 was set at 240 cars by 
the Lemon Administrative com- 
mittee, the same as last week.
